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THE RANDOLPH FAMILY.

Eobert Randolph, of Hams, Sussex, gentleman, married Rose, 
daughter of Thomas Roberts, of Hawkhurst, Kent, and had issue, 
William, born 1572 ; died 1660 ; settled at Little Haughton, North- 
amptonshire ; married, first, Elizabeth, daughter of Thomas Smith, 
of Newnham, gentleman; second, Dorothy, daughter of Richard 
Lane, of Courtenhall, and widow of Thomas West, of Cottenend, 
gentleman. 

William Randolph had issue by his first marriage with Elizabeth 
Smith : 1, Thomas, the poet, born June 15, 1605 ; died March, 1634; 
2, William, born 1607, married, as his third wife, Sarah, daughter 
of Thomas Ladbrooke, of Cubbington, Warwickshire (and had 
John, Samuel and Sarah) ; 3, Robert, B. A. of Christ Church, 
Oxford, vicar of Barnetby, and afterwards of Donnington; died at 
Donnington, July 7, 1671; 4, Elizabeth, born June, 1613, married 
Burkett, of Bugbrooke. 

William Randolph had issue by his second marriage with 
Dorothy Lane : 5, John, of Towcester, married Dorothy, daughter 
of Lewis Atterbury, of Great Haughton (and had William, of Tow- 
cester); 6, Richard, born February 21, 1621; died in Dublin, 
Ireland, 1671; married Elizabeth, daughter of Richard Ryland, 
and settled at Morton Hall, Warwickshire ; 7, Henry, born 1623 ; 
went to Virginia, 1643, " and remained there twenty-seven years." 
[He was clerk of Henrico shortly after 1643 until 1669, and clerk 
■of the House of Burgesses from 1660 until his death in 1673; 
married Judith, daughter of Henry Soane, speaker of the House of 
Burgesses. For a partial account of his descendants see Critic, 
-September 3, 1888, and William and Mary Quarterly] ; 8, Anne, 
born 1625; died in infancy; 9, George, born 1627; killed before 
the battle of Naseby (June 14, 1645) ; 10, Margaret, born 1627 ; 
11, Judith, born 1630. 

Richard and Elizabeth (Ryland) Randolph had issue : 1, Richard ; 
2, William, born 1651; died April 11, 1711; emigrated to Virginia 
about 1660, and July 29, 1669, had succeeded his uncle, Henry 
Randolph, as clerk of Henrico ; married Mary, daughter of Henry 
Isham, of Bermuda Hundred; 3, Thomas; 4, John; 5, Dorothy; 
6, Mary; 7, Margaret. (From Visitation Northampton^) 

William [a], born 1651 ; died April 11, 1711 ; came to Virginia 
about 1673, and settled at Turkey Island, in Henrico county; in 
1673 succeeded Henry Randolph [5] as clerk of Henrico, and held 
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the office until 1683; justice Henrico, 1683-1711; burgess, 1685 to 
1699, and 1703, 1704~'5 and 1710; attorney-general, 1696; speaker 
of the House of Burgesses in 1698 ; clerk of the House, 1702. 
There is at Henrico courthouse a paper, dated 1698, bearing his 
signature, and a fine impression of his arms : gu. upon a cross 
or 5 mullets gu. He married Mary daughter of Henry Isham 
[c], of Bermuda Hundred, on James Biver, and had issue : 1, Col. 
William [d], of Turkey Island, born 1681; died October 19, 1742; 
clerk of House of Delegates, 1702; justice of Henrico from 1707; 
-county clerk, 1710-19; burgess, 1718-1723; appointed to the 
council February, l$27-'28; married Elizabeth, daughter of Col. 
Peter Beverley [ej, of Gloucester county. Issue of William and 
Mary (Isham) Bandolph, continued: 2, Thomas, of Tuckahoe, 
born about 1683 ; justice of Henrico from 1713 ; married Judith 
Fleming [/], of New Kent county; 3, Isham [g]> 0I Dungeness, 
Goochland county, born about 1690 ; burgess for Goochland ; ap- 
pointed adjutant-general of Virginia, 1738 ; was agent for the 
colony to England ; married, 1717, Jane Rogers, of London, Eng.; 
4, Sir John [A], of Williamsburg, born 1693; studied law at 
Gray's Inn, and became one of the leading lawyers of the colony ; 
treasurer, attorney-general, and speaker of the House of Bur- 
gesses; married Susanna, daughter of Col. Peter Beverley, of Glou- 
cester; died March 15, 1737. 5, Colonel Bichard [»], of Curl's 
Neck, Henrico ; justice of Henrico from 1719 ; burgess, 1736-1742; 
treasurer; married Jane [_j J, daughter of Major John Boiling, 
of Cobbs; died 1742. 6, Elizabeth, married Bichard Bland [£], 
of Jordan's, and was the mother of Bichard Bland, of the Revolu- 
tion, and the grandmother of General Henry Lee. 7, Mary, mar- 
ried John Stith [ I ]. 8, Edward, a sea captain, married 

Graves, of Bristol, England [ m ]. 9, Henry, died unmarried in 
England. 

Issue of William and Elizabeth (Beverley) Bandolph, of Turkey 
Island : 1, Beverley, of Turkey Island ; justice of Henrico from 1740 ; 
burgess for the college, 1748-1751 ; married Elizabeth, daughter 
■of Francis Lightfoot [n], and had no issue. 2, Colonel Peter, of 
Chatsworth, Henrico; justice of Henrico from 1741; clerk of bur- 
gesses, treasurer, burgess, etc., 1751; council, 1764; surveyor-gen- 
eral of the customs for the middle district of North America ; mar- 
ried Lucy, daughter of Robert Boiling, of Bollingbrook, and died 
1767. 3, William, of Wilton, Henrico; burgess for Henrico, 
1758-1761; married Anne, daughter of Benjamin Harrison, of 
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Berkeley, and died 1761. 4, Mary, married John Price, a native 
of "Wales. 5, Elizabeth, married Col. John Chiswell [p~\. 

Issue of Peter and Mary (Boiling) Bandolph, of Chatsworth: 
1, William, of Chatsworth ; married Mary, daughter of Sir Wil- 
liam Skip with, baronet, of Prestwould, Mecklenburg county; jus- 
tice of Henrico, 1770; died November 5, 1774. 2, Beverley, of 
Green Creek, Cumberland ; born 1744; died February, 1797; del- 
egate from Cumberland, 1777-1780; commanded a regiment in 
General Lawson's brigade in campaign 1780; member of the 
council, lieutenant-governor, 1784, and governor from 1788 to 
1791 ; married Martha, daughter of James Cocke, of Williams- 
burg. 3, Colonel Robert, of Eastern View, Fauquier; born 1760; 
died September 12, 1825 ; entered the Revolutionary army at the 
age of sixteen as an ensign; promoted to captain; served in Baylor's 
dragoons, and was captured at Tappan ; afterwards aide to General 
Wayne, member of the House of Delegates; married Elizabeth, 
daughter of Charles Carter, of Shirley [p]. 4, Anne, married Wil- 
liam Fitzhugh, of Chatham. 

Issue of William and Mary (Skipwith) Randolph, of Chats- 
worth : 7, Peter Skipwith, of Chatsworth, who married Elizabeth, 
daughter of James Southall, and had an only son, Beverley, of 
Chatsworth, who married Sarah, daughter of Thomas Ruther- 
f oord, of Richmond, and died without issue. 

Beverley and Martha (Cocke) Randolph had Lucy; married 
William Randolph, of Chitower. 

Issue of Colonel Robert and Elizabeth (Carter) Randolph, of 
Eastern View: 1, Elizabeth, married Thomas Turner, of Ken- 
lock, Fauquier. 2, Mary Braxton, married Hill Carter, of Shirley. 
3, Landonia. 4, Ann F., married 1813, James L. McKenna, of 
Alexandria. 5, Robert Beverley, of Norwood, Powhatan county, 
married 1808, Lavinia, daughter of Captain Henry Heth [<?], of 
Chesterfield. 6, Charles, married Mary Mortimer. 7, Robert, of 
Eastern View, married Mary McGill. 8. Lucy, married Dr. Rich- 
ard C. Mason, of Fairfax county.
